itlme during the day. The engine may 
then be allowed to run a few minutes 
to make sure that all the water has 
'been removed. If the car is used a 
great deal in cold weather it may be 
Advisable to uso a nonfreezlng solu- 
tion. 
A mixture containing 20 per 


cent of denatured alcohol will freeze 
'at ten degrees above lero; SO per cent 
solution will freeze at five below aero; 
40 per cent at 20 below, and 00 per 
cent at 35 below.
